The numerous non-profit et ganizatjons which made overtures of 
interest and intent to the Blue-Ribbon Committee (who had no stature to 
confirm, deny, encourage or/ dis ourage) was overwhelming evidence 
that_a need exits for low rent facilities for social and service housing; 
especially in the northern part of the county where the mushroom growth 
is taking place. if 

Having just gone through the house again yesterday I believe little 
more than replacement ¢f windows and screens, door knobs and a good 
vacuuming would be required for the totally sound structure to be put into 
useful service. More ‘extensive refurbishing could be shelved until 
already allocated federak. state or county funds, for which the house 
would undoubtedly qualify, could be so designated. 

Could. it be that we’ve become so polarized over this issue that we’ve 
allowed emotion to interfere with good judgement and practicality? 

In this ‘‘disposable age”’ let’s be sure we don’t confuse fine bone china 
with styrofoam.

Dear Betty: 

This is written in defense of the Bradford Home which several of 
Placentia’s civic leaders want to destroy. 

In reading your article this morning, it became clear to me that this 
auction or demolition is precisely an example of one of the major crisis - 
that of passivity - society faces today. It.is part of the decay being felt, 
consciously and subsconsciously. It is representative of the ‘“*buy and 
toss-out ‘society.'" Questions we face: Where are the traditional 
responsibilities; the links with the past; the roots we all seek? Particularly 
in this part of the nation, many are faced with the empty feeling and with 
value systems that are not sustaining. 

Having grown up in an old inn built by my grandfather in the Eastern 
part of the nation, I am - at middle age - constantly analyzing what is 
important to me and what is not. Somehow, concrete blocks, windows, 
black-top driveways, free-ways and shining chrome do not replace values 
deep inside. Values like seeing miles of forest, bubbling brooks, friendly 
neighbors, beautiful old homes, and breathing clean air. Many of us 
spend a large part of every day fighting to keep our links with the past 
alive because there are so mafy ways in which even one link can be 
snuffed out. The Bradford Home is a cause and today’s article is an 
excellent way in which a newspaper can champion a cause. Somehow, 
someone must find a way to save the heritage; the significance; the 
character of this structure. 

Those of us who live in Placentia should wake-up and recegnize the 
aspects of this situation that really are important and not let such a 
selfish, selfless decision live. Rather, let those few who made the decision 
find something else to play with as this beautiful gift is far, far too 
valuable to let a lack of foresight see it slip away. And perhaps the 
experience of saving the Bradford Home can bring a new unity to 
Placentia in which all would feel revitalized and activized!

The recommendation follows the 
second noise study done under 
county health department auspices. 
Between the two tests, one in July, 
1976 and the other in November, the 
city passed an ordinance prohibiting 
the use of locomotive whistles as 
trains pass through the city. 

The prohibition is thought to have 
reduced: the Community Noise 
Equivalent Level (CNEL) by about 
three points, still, however not 
enough for clearance. 

The report to city council Tuesday 
night pointed out that in June 1976, 
the planning departnent began to 
receive railroad noise complaints 
from residents of Placentia Village 
Estates in the S and S homes by the 
railroad tracks. 

The homeowners held a series of 
meetings with Shapell, railroad and 
city officials following the first noise 
study. Noise levels were not to 
exceed 68*CNEL on the exterior of 
the homes or 47 CNEL inside tha 
houses. 

These levels, however, have 
already been abandoned for future 
Placentia developments with the city 
now seeking more stringent levels.

Of A Way Of Life 


Placentia City Council 
Dear Friends: 

The ‘Death Knell’’ has sounded. 

When I read the ‘Death sentence’ for the Bradford Home I thought, 
“We should fly our flags at half staff. Something has died in our Fair 
Cite oe 

lam sorry that some means could not be found to preserve this Home 
and whatit stood for. I must share part of the guilt because, while [voted 
to preserve it, and contributed a small amount toward the effort to 
preserve it. | know I should have done more. 

To me this is not just a house. It represents a way of life that made our 
Country great. Mr. A.S. Bradford went to work at age fourteen for $6 a 
month and board. In 1888 he arrived in California with $35, having to 
leave his family in the East until he could earn enough money to send tor 
them. He got a job doing manual labor. He worked long hard hours. 
Gradually he worked his way up, but not without set-backs. including a 
fire that destroyed his large barn and all its contents. 

Mr. Bradford was one of the leaders and spent many hours in 
persuading the Santa Fe railroad to build a line through Placentia, 
without which we would not have had a City. He not only laid out the town 
site but he gave a lot as a building site for the first Church in town (The 
Presbyterian Church which the Bradford family has quietly supported 
through the vears.) He gave a lot for the first home of the Placentia Round 
Table Club House. He helped organize our first bank and was a leader in 
organizing our first Chamber of Commerce. Later a son and grandson 
worked in the Chamber. He and a son devoted many vears of service on 
our School Boards. He developed the first water well for our City, played a 
leading role in bringing gas to the homes of the new town. The Bradford 
Packing House, along with other business ventures. has given 
employment to many in our area. Through the vears Mr. Bradford has 
been joined by his family in contributing to the growth and betterment af 
our Community and City. Since there is no record no one will ever know 
the number of people the Bradford Family has helped in many quiet ways. 

The following thought has occured to me [Maybe it has been discussed] 
It is going to cost considerable to demolish the old Home, landscape and 
care for the site where it stands. Would not this amount of money paint 
and repair the exterior and preserve the Home long enough to see if anew 
generation might cherish this gift and heritage enough to restore the 
interior? Maybe a new generation will find a way we have been unable to 
find. ;

Year and to remind vou that there are sulla few loose ends left over from 
this vear 

First. let us remind you that we are still awaiting answers to our 
questions regarding the financial affairs of the City. Some of these date 
back to last May and June. Our last formal attempt was a letter dated 
October 24. 1976 which vou have so far ignored. We think the questions 
raised were serious enough to deserve a reply.

Second. we agree with your decision to continue with the Counts fire 
service contract. However an unanswered question remains. How many 
fire trucks does the City own?

Al voit Ocfober 21 meeting, a memorandum from the Director of 
Financg’was received and filed. This memorandum listed City owned fire 
suppgession quipmentand recommended disposition if the contract was 
extepded./T&o Crown fire trucks were listed. We questioned one 
cougeilman Pir the action was taken and all three councilmen present 
aughe end of \the meeting about the third Crown. No answers were 
tAtthcoming. Again. at vour December 21 mecting when vou extended

Perhaps the final irony tor the year is that your action called tor 
allowing thirty days for receipt of bids. However, the leval advertisement 
allows only nineteen days from date of publication.
